A recent 
house fire was held to a mini¬ 
mum by the calm use of a 
garden hose until the arrival 
of the fire department.

‘The estimated increased 
supply to the Eastern Basin 
by diversion of all the water 
possible from Santa Anita 
creek to the Little Santa An¬ 
ita Cone is believed to average 
about 1500 acre feet annually." 

The Conkling report of 1946 
said: 

“After subtracting this diver¬ 
sion (a water right of the Three 
Cities Land Company—which 
Conkling's office now practical¬ 
ly discounts as a factor) and as¬ 
suming that the percolation in 
the Big Santa Anita Creek wash, 
or the spreading grounds pro¬ 
posed to be built, remains the 
same as at present, it is esti¬ 
mated that it would be possible 
to increase the safe yield of the 
Eastern Unit in the order of an 
annual average of 1500 acre feet 
by diverting water from the 
creek to Sierra Madre spread¬ 
ing grounds." (Page 22.) 

This 1500 acre feet is compar¬ 
able, except for one factor, to 
the 674 acre feet quoted by 
Banks at the meeting. It is 
understood that this 1500 acre 
feet of water per year would be 
cut back some by a factor to be 
decided by Superior Court which 
would establish Sierra Madre’s 
right to additional pumping and 
thus additional water. 

Preparation for this court ac¬ 
tion .which should be routine 
once Sierra Madre and Arcadia 
reach an agreement on the fac¬ 
tor, was ordered of another high 
powered water authority—Water 
Attorney Kenneth Wright, who 
has been retained by the city 
for water matters.

It was on the basis of these 
earlier reports that the city dur¬ 
ing the past year has been pro¬ 
ceeding with a definite program 
for increasing Sierra Madre’s 
water supply.

All three testified that Ver¬ 
non was with the group, but 
was approximately 30 feet from 
the hydrant when it was turn¬ 
ed on. They expressed doubt 
as to whether Embree would 
be able to see what actually 
happened from across the 
street. 

In finding the defendant 
guilty, Judge Mead pointed 
out the seriousness of tamper¬ 
ing with hydrants, especially 
in Sierra Madre where water 
is always highly valued. Sev¬ 
eral other youths undoubtedly 
are also guilty as accessories 
he said.
